~ Redistricting this year has divided the Granite City area 
among three state representative districts and two state 
senate districts. The redistricting led to the retirement of 
Rep. Sam Wolf, who had represented this area for many

Debtfree America, an 
Edwardsville-based - company 
investigated, by Orsey’s office 
in April, has been sponsoring 
informational meetings all over 
the Midwest during the last few 
weeks, it was learned. 
seminars offer customers 
financial planning tips, but 
Orsey said the meetings appear 
to be nothing more than sales 
pitches for a sophisticated pyr- 
amid scheme. 

In the scheme, individuals 
pay a fee to join and then earn 
a—commission-for-every person 
they get to sign up. 

Such schemes are illegal in 
Illinois. <

The Appeliate Courts of Illinois have ruled 
that the parents'right-to the costody of their. 
child shall not prevail when the Court deter- 
mines that it is contrary to the best interests of 
the child. If the ‘best interests” standard can 
be attained only by placing the child in the 
Custody of someone other than_the natufal 
parent, it is unnecessary for the Court te find 
the natural parent unfit to care for the Child. 

In the case noted above, the social*worker 
observed that the 13-year-old boy considered 
his stepfather as his “father”. The boy noted 
that the stepfather disciplined him, but did so 
ina fair-manner. The boy and-his stepfather ~ 
hed a g deal in common, especially a 
mutual interest in sports. By-contrast, the 
13-year-old boy said he was- afraid .of- his 
mother because she was so unpredictable and 
physically abusive. The-boy’s wishes, coupled —--f> 
with the abusive disposition of the mother, led 
the Appellate Court to affirm the decision of 
the trial court-and grant custody of the 13-year— 
old boy to his stepfather. 5: 


Sometimes a man and woman will obtain a 
divorce, and the quéstion arises as to whether 
of not a stepfather. can obtain custody of the 
children. Under illinois law, a natural parent 
has a superior right to: the-custody ot his child. 
However, that right is not absolute and must 
yleld to the best interests of the child. 


In one recent case, a Baptist minister mar- 
ried a woman who had a 13-year-old’son. After 
, the husband and wife separated, the trial court 
found that the boy was an abused minor. The 
court found that the 13-year-old was inap- 
propriately disciplined by his mother.

nicks;-especially’ if you must 
park on the street 

But a little planning and 
preparation can help avoid 
many problems before they 
occur. 

When you park in a shopping 
mall. lot, try to park as far 
away as possible from other 
cars to keep their doors from 
banging into your vehicle. After 
all, a little extra walking is 
good for your heart. Try to 
avoid parking diagonally across 
two spaces; it looks tacky and 
doesn't impress anyone. 

Even. if- you-are_only-able-to 
rotect one side of your car 
rom attack by parking next to 
a divider or tree, do it. That’s 
at least one side that won't be 


harmed . 

If possible, park your car in 
a garage or under a carport to 

rotect it from dirt, tree sap, 

ird droppings and urban pollu- 
tion 

On the road, try to keep your 
distance behind big trucks, 
especially dump trucks, which 
may launch rocks or other mis- 
siles that strike your wind- 
shield or body. 

Fixing small scratches and 
nicks is not a difficult job but 
getting a perfect repair 
requires a lot of skill and expe- 
rience and is best left to pro- 
fessionals.

* Check the metal fins of your 
radiator and remove any |ieaves 
or twigs that may impecie the 
flow of air. Use water from. your 
garden hose (at low pressure) to 
wash out the fins: 

« Run a finger across thi= fins; 
if any of the metal pieces ‘col- 
lapse as you do that, have.it 
checked. by a_professiona:!. You 
ssid need to replace the radiator 
with a new one. 

* Draining a radiator is: easy 
but can be a little messy. Put’a 
plastic_bucket-or_basin under-the 
radiator after the engine —-has 
cooled. Open the petcock valve 
at the bottom of the radiator 
with pliers. If it is stuck try 
some spray lubricant or pené- 
trating oil but be careful not to 
break the valve. It’s expensive 
to replace. 

Some radiators_have a -drain 
plug that can be unscrewed with 
‘@-wrench. Once the radiator has 
been drained completely, close 
the petcock valve or. sc1-ew in 
the Plug. 

* You can flush the s:ystem - 
with a amen hose_ after: you 
have drained_out all the old cool- 
ant. You may need to d 
fill. the radiator several tines to 
really -clean—it- out. Run the 
engine for a few minutes. after 
-each fill to circulate the liquid.
